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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed on 10/08/2010. Currently, 
claims 1, 3, 4 & 7-15 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, taken singly or in combination, does not disclose all the limitations of the independent 
claim(s) 1, 3, 14 & 15 when taken as a whole. For example, the prior art of record does not 
disclose an "Ag alone", as in the context of claim 1 . Similarly, the prior art of record does not 
disclose "Ag alloy or Al alloy, wherein the Ag alloy or the Al alloy includes other metal, a 
proportional content of said other metal being 0.0001-5 percent by weight", as in the context of 
claim(s) 3. Similarly, the prior art of record does not disclose "Al alone", as in the context of 
claim(s) 14. Similarly, the prior art of record does not disclose "the pair of metal films are 
separated by a gap above the substrate, wherein the pair of metal films are adapted to have the 
semiconductor light-emitting element mounted above the gap", as in the context of claim(s) 15.
